You acknowledge that it is dis- 
graceful tor you to be a drunkard, 
an adulterer and a thief, but you 
reject the Son of God. You know 
what your sins are— and God knows 
what they are. The lurking devil 
in your heart knows best what sins 
will keep you away from God and 
biada you with chains that will 
lead your soul down to bell. Men 
go down to death without accept- 
ing the Son of God. God knows the 
wickedness of the human heart. He 
says "the heart of man is deceitful 
above all things and desperately 
wicked." It is so wicked that the 
Jews killed the Son of God. There 
may be some here to-night that 
would kill him. They are dishon- 
est to themselves, to their friends, 
and to God. I do not say that all 
men who do not accept Christ are 
'.That the nui tu c«>la (liBhunest men. 
There are honest skeptics, but the 
truths of God do not depend on 
them for their verity. People here
